The last one was No. 21, which 
repealed nation-wide prohibition In 
1933. 


The two-term-limit amendment 


was proposed by the congress and 
submitted to the states in 1947— 
and lour years later it is ratified 
into constitutional law. 


There is nothing personal in its 


enactment — President Harry S 
Truman is specifically 
exempt 


from its application, and indeed it 
is customary never to make a law 
governing anyone actually in office 
at the time. 


This is for the future — and it's 


a wise law. 


As our nation grows older, and 


its government becomes more eon", 
plicated, we learn two things: 


1. Not even the best of representa- 


tive democracies is proof against 
the temptation of mortal men to 
prolong their political power, as 
witness the case of the late Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt who claimed and 
won four consecutive terms when 


that it was he who bought the 
coat.

Thc manufacturers' prices of new 


cars now are frozen at the levels 
of last Dec. 1. The order was is 
sued in mid-December, and was the 
first price control order by the 
OPS. 


Officials said the order may b 


extended to April 1 to give then 
time to work out 
new 
rcgula 


lions for manufaclurers of all kinds 


For the last Iwo months the OPJ 


nas been working on a revision of 
the aulo price freeze that 
would 


permit the 
manufacturers — in 


some cases at least — to raise 
prices to help compensate for high- 
er costs of production. 


The agency has decided not to 


issue this revision separately, but 
to accomplish the same purpose 
through an order applying to man- 
ufacturers in general. This sweep- 
ing order will tell manufacturers 
how much they can charge over 
and above their actual costs. 


But this order won't be ready by 


March 1. It should be ready some- 
time in March. That's why. accord- 
ing lo the OPS officials, the auto 
freeze will be extended.

the whole range of civilian rubber 
producls — 40,000 items in all. 


An order reducing or eliminat- 


ing the use of natural rubber in a 
list of items ranging from 
auto 


tires to baby pants and "falsies" 
will be issued by Thursday and 
will take effect lhat day. 


The nalional production aulhori- 


ty (NPA) announced Ihe forthcom- 
ing order- lasl night. 


By limiting usage of natural rub- 


ber to percentages ranging down 
to zero, depending on the type of 
product, the order in effect 
will 


place a 30.000-ton monthly ceiling 
on civilian consumption o£ natur- 
al rubber. Imports beyond 
that 


amount' will 'go into stockpile 
or 


military goods. 


Manufacturers will be required 


to mix synthetic with natural rub- 
ber. They will be permitted a 90,- 
000 ton total consumpton o£ both 
types in Match, an increase 
of 


roughly 5.000 tons over this month.1 
Tires for smaller passenger cars 
will average!1 not more than 15 per 
cent natural rubber, larger sizes 
22 per cent. White sidewalls will be 
banned, and passenger car tubes 


i will contain synthetic only.

Parity Is 
Explained by 
County Agents 


What is parity? These days that 


question is frequently being asked 
Oliver L. Adams, 
County Agent, 


and 
Lorraine Blackwood, 
Home 


Demonstration Agent, here in Hemp 
stead County. 


Increased interest 
was created 


when the "parity concept" was re- 
cognized in providing price controls 
under the Defense Production Act 
of 1950. 
The usual question 
of "What is 


parity?" is not adequately stated,! 
however, according o he Extension 
agents. A person actually wants to 
know 
either: (1) What is parity 


price? What is parity ratio? 
, 


Both of these vary with the price 


(cost) of articles and services that 
armers buy. "Parity price" for any 
:arm commodity 
is that price at 


which 
a farmer , can buy just as 


much with a pound or a bushel of 
a. product now as he could with the 
same pound or bushel during some; 
base period (usually 1910-14). 


Tbe parity ratio, in effect, is a 


way of determining whether prices 
as a group received by farmers are 
changing 
as much and as fast as 


tbe prices of things th? farmer buys 
This point is particularly import- 
ant in view of the fact that United 
States farm production expenses 
increased 
from *6 billion in 1940 


to $18 billion in 1950. 


These facts make it obvious that 


with modern farm operations re- 
quiring such extensive outlays tot 
expense items, extreme difference! 
in price* paid and Prices receive^ 
could bankrupt farmers easier now
